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A wverreR from Lt. G. W. Qorbett, Co. B, 18th Ra-
gimeot N. O. T,, dated Fortress Monroe, May 15th,
1864, and addressed to his brother, gives the following
list of the officers of that Regiment then with Lt. Cor-
bett at Fortress Monroe :—Captains Lewis and Woot-
en, Lieutenants Corbett, Elkins, Rouland, Townsend,
Frink, McIntesh and Ballard, and Sergeant Major
Mitchell. Lt. Corbett also mentions in addition, the
following members of his Company whom he has seen :
Sergt. J. F. Crcom, Corporal Peterson, Privates D.
Malpass, N. Lewis, L. Brison, W. Batler, C. J. Prid-
gen, N. Miller, J. Woodcock, J. Pigford, M. G. Smith,
Wi H. Barnbill, C. T. Weaver, who ig slightly wound-
ed. Henry Corbett was on the ambalance corps. The
officer in charge is o prisoner, and he says that Heary
was taken ; if so, he was retaken or else wounded, and
did not get with the others. Dallas Marshall of the
SOth is also along. The officers are all on board a
transport at Fortress Monroe and expected to be sent
to Fort Delaware.

An Improvement,

1t is noticeable that during the present cantpaigns,
few battles take place on Sunday. The enemy has
been thrashed into some respect for the day, and we
thiok that General Lze is anxions to avoid any viola-
tion of ils solewnn sti'lness and repose. At any rate the
snnouncement most generally made in regard to the
movements on Suanday is tbat all is quiet at the front.

It is bardly respect for the day that actuates our
enemies, but most probably repeated disastere on that
day bave led them to regard it as unlucky. Such we
thiok is the sentiment with the private soldiers, what-
ever feclings the cfiicers may bave upon the subject.—
But whatever causes them to keep quiet on Sunday, it
is well that they doso. War is bad ewcough at the
beat, and, le3s than any other occapation, can afford to
dispenee with the one day's rest in seven. Even in a
moral peint of vicw, that rest may do good acd can
hardly do harm.

Frzwoxt will bardly carry alarge vote except among
the nltra radicals of the Northwest. His New York
aseociate may bring a portion of the b’hoy element to
bis support, but not sufficient to iofluence the result in
any way. Decided end overwhelming military succes-
ges, resultingin the defeat of Graxrt and Smermax,
might give a fair chance to a peace candidate, but
nothing else can or will. Lincowy snd Jousson will
{ix up the bogus Souttern vote for themselves, and bear
down all oppo:ition, if they can maintain the appear-
ance of success, or even avoid disaster until the fall —

“Xf this appearance of Federal eaccess is kept up—no
matter how delasive it may be, there will not be
enough back-Rore at the North to take any decided
end cflectual stand against the admission of bogus elec.
toral delegations from trumped-up State organizations at
the South, and these bogus electoral colieges or delega-
tions, like the fictitious organizations they represent,
being the creatnres of LincoLs’s administration, will, of
course go for tlc re-clection of that individual.

It is evident that, s0 far as the Northern elections
are coucerned, everything almost depends upon the pro.

Pushing Over.

It would appear as though General GrAxT intended
to transfer his forces to the South Side of the Jgmes
River. At any rate he has chunged bisbase from the
York to the James, and is gatting opposite to Berma-
da Hundreds, where BoTLer is already eatrenched. ’

He will find as aoy difficulties on the South Side
as on the North side, though it can hardly be denied
that be will bein a position to subjact us to a good deal
of loss and inconvenience by his harassing attacks
apon our railroad commounicatious. It will be neces-
sary for us to guard the Petersbarg ard Weldon Road,
the Southside Road between Petersburg and Lynch-
burg and the Richmond and Danville Road ; and with
all our vigilance, it is very probable that commaunica-
tion by these roads will be o>casionally interrupted by
the raiding parties of the enemy, who will also be in a
position to threaten Petersburg a3 well as Richmond,
which he will no doubt do, keeping the people in &
state of constant excitement and uneasiness.

It may be that we are premature in these epecula—
tions, and that Gen. Grast will make some farther at-
tempts on the Peninsula before crossing over to the
South side of the James, bot we think that he w:ill
cross, and that General Lex looks forward to such &
movement being made by hia antagonist, and is pre-
pared for it. The wotks on the South side of the city
are of great strength’; the only great difficulty which
we will have to encounter will be in the defence-of the
railroads, requiring an almost continuous line from
Richmond to Petersburg, and even then they will be
aubject to being cut by an occasioral dash of the ene-

ny’s cavalry.

By hook or’by crock, AprauzaM LiscoLy is bound
to be re-elected President of the Northern States.—
That, like his ncmination at Baltimore, i3 a foregone
conclusion. He is far from being a great man, but
whatever else may be thought about him, be has shown
himself to ba a “smart ” man in bis own way. Ile bas
out-jockeyed all his zompetitors 8o far, and will do g0
again, we thiok, although the experiment he is trying
is a dangerous one; but the danger lies away in tke
distance, beyond Mr. LixcoL's ken and beyond his
care.

At the Convention that re-nominated him, undoubted
Southern States were fictitiously represented, and, in
the electoral college that will choose the President, we
should rot wonder if the vote of North Carolina, South
Oarolina, Arkansas, Louisiana and other Southern
States should be counted for Asramam LivcoLy and
Axprew Jomxecx. One man out of ten is author
ized, eccording to the LincoLy programme, to cast the
vote for apy of the “ rebel”” States. Who knows but
that there may be a ruflicient rumber of runaway De-
groes, Duflaloes and white Yaokee soldiers in North
Carolipa, to muster up tes thousand votes in Novem-
ber next? Or, if thera is not, who will say that there
will pot be LixcoLy agen g sufficiently sccommodating
to return them as having voted, and, of course, voted
for the present incumbent? That thing will be casi-
ly arranged. So much, we think is certain.

The New York Herald undertock to predict that
LixcoLy could pot be nominated, and that GRANT
would be. The result shows how far the Herald was
mistaken. The same paper takes upon itself to say
that LixcorLy will not be elccted.  In this prediction it
is almost a9 certain t2 be mistaken as it was in its pre-
diclion about the pomination. LixcoLy plays with
loaded dice, and unless his election is prevented by

force it will certainly be sciomplished by fraud.

The great State of New York rmay feel insulted by
having its vote ofiset by electoral delegations presum-—

ing to represcnt North or South Carolina, Alabama or
Arkansas, Louisiana or Texas or Florida. New York
may fully understand the fraud, but it wiil be unable
to right itself without having a resort to open force,
and we doubt if it will have that resort. For the time,
at Jeast, LixcoLy will probably be master of the sitaa-
tion. He will carry his point. Away in the future
will loom up dangers aund difficulties. The seeds of dis-
traction and suspicion will be planted, and they will
be certain to bear bitter fruit. But that will be in the
futare, beyond the ken or the care of men like Mr.
LixcoLy, who are 1aerely ¢ smart ”’ and not wise—who
ara politicians but pot statesmen,—who are fanatics
and not patriots.

Why HausLiy was thrown overboard we can hard

ly tell. Hawprix was as black a Republican as any-
body. There has been nothing white about him, not
even his complexion, since it is shrewdly questicned

whether he is a fall-blooded white man himself. But
he has been thrown over Loard to make room for AN-
DREW JoungoN, perhaps becanse JouwNsox hails from
one of those Southern States from which a bogus dele-
gation is expectcd to cast a counterfeit vote for Lin-
QOLN.

Tae state of the weather has been such as to retard
for eome days past all considerable movements in North.
ern Georgia. Th: roads bave been deep with mud and
the rivers have becn full of water, and the whole thing
has been impossible. DBoth armies now confront each
other from their positions between Marietta and tke
Etowah River. Occasiona!ly there is some cannonad--
ing in the direction of Lost Mountain, or Big Shanty,
bat it results in nothing.

The Chattahoochee, which passes within a few miles
of Atlanta, comes f{rom the Northeast, and isnot far
from the railroad for a considerable distance above the
point where it crosses it. A lter bavirg tricd for along
time the system of flanking on our left towards the
Alabama lipe, SHErmaAN returned to the line of the
railroad, and now manpifests a desire to flank on our
right, and thus to cross the Chattahoochee to the East
apd North of the railroad. The river, however, is
swollen and angry, and is not to be forded, and the two
practicable bridges are in our possession. This may
account for the present lull in affairs near Mariet ta.

GRrANT has been trying to steal a march on us on the
South side, and Pctersburg has more than once beenin
dapger. The enemy got dapgerously close to it on
Wednesday night, and there is every reason to suppose
that heavy fighting bas been going oo since. That re-

enemy cfl, we bave every conficence. There were any
number of reports afloat yesterday, but as, although
plausible enough, they were only reports, we forbear
giving them, trusting to receive some definite informa-
tion before going to press. ¥

the neighborhood of that city. They are on their way
to Anderzonville, Ga., for safe kceping. Amongat them
are three ncgroes, representing themselves as belonging
to the 5th U. S. Cavalry troops.

harvest ” in this city, is near at hand. The writer
also alludes to certaia persons in this community who
are accepted by us acd treated as our friends, who are
implicated in this ma'ter, and whose services “ canoot
be overestimated ’ A'so, that in a conversation with
some of the principa! Feder:] prisoners whils® passing
through this city on their way to Anderson, they were
informed as to the part they were to act, and the time
and mode of delivery. The writer pays a compliment
to the loyalty of our countrymen, for he s'ates “ no
Southern man is in the secret.” Again,a couple of Yan-
kees have just been brought to this city—one a corporal
and the other a private—who have passes from Msjor
General Themas, of the Federal army, to enter our
lines if they can, and they leisarely proceed through the
beart of Georgia, spending some eighteen hoars in
Hamburg takiog notes ia short hand, and are fairly on
their way through S)uth Carolina with their gatbered
information bafore they are finally apprebended. Thece
men, it is said, wore th ir blue Federal uniforms, and
found abundant entertainment from our credulous citi-
zeps, who supposed that they were Confederate so'diers,
and had they not grown over bold from conticued suc-
cees, they could easily have arrived at the Federal lioes.
I3 it pot plain that we are permeatcd with epics and
agents of the encmy, and on the eve of a blocdy drama,
unless they becume appalled by the preparations making
for their reception ? .
1 have freely given the above facts to the communi—
ty, in order that it may perczive the necessity for briog-
ing out our whole energies, and that it may bz prepar-
ed for the stringent measurcs it will become receesary
to take, as soon as I ehallreceive information from Ma-

| jor General Jones, Commanding the Department, that

the enemy have commecced a raid for the interior.

Fortucately, the information given by the letter wri-
ter that there are “ no defences’” around Augusta is in-
correct. With an unfordable ard rapd river in front,
and three lines of deep, w2t ditches and embavkments,
supported at iatervals with strong brick stope struc—
tures, which almost eocircle the rear of the city, with
over twenty piec: s of artillery of good calibre for their
defence, I think, as an old Eogiceer Officer, tkat such
well merit the appellation of formidable defences.

It,is true the earthworks are called canal levels, and
the artillery is not in position, but it is ready to be so
placed in a few hours, as soon ss forees are called cut
to protect it from injury. Augusta canacd must make
a defence long enough to receive reinforcements ; these
are tendered 1o me when the proper time arrives from
Gen. Johnston and other sources. Major General
Jones’ army will, in fact, be our reinforcements, as it
will fight the ecemy back to this place should the Iatter
succeed in brezking through his hnes. Hence, Augus-
ta has bat to perform its just part in the delence, and
this it must do at every hazard ; as Commander of so
important a Euint, 1 ought not, and most certainly
shall not, make terms with the encmy, but will try to
the last to defend the interest of my ccuntry here coa-
centrated.

Should the enemy arrive on the opposite back of the
river in epite of cur efforts to prevent it, I trust the in-
habitants will not b2 andaly alarmed; it is quite pro-
bable, that being a raiding party it may be destitute of
artillery, at all events, only very light pieces could ac-
company such a forc'. From euch, no damage or dan-
ger of moment is to be apprehended ; the honses imme-
diately along the river bank should be evacuated on
such an occasion, and their occupants find shelter for
the time being in the central porticni of the city, where
my own family will be located.

I desire to call pa:iticalar attention to the orders lale-
ly published, designating the pluc: of rendiz-
vous of each body of men when called out
by the signal of general assembly, ia this city,’
so that there may be no confusion at the time, as will
certainly happen, unless each one has it clearly fixed in
his own mind, where to go and what to do. I expect to
have two days and probably more to prepare to receive
the enemy before he shall be able to reach this place,
bence the signal of general assembly is not desigced to
be one of alarm, but simply as a signal to the commu-
nity that the time for a general turning out bas arrived,
and for the posting of the troops at their several pcsts
to resist the enemy when be spproaches.

It will also be . the signal that military matters are
predominant for the time being, and the taking of the
necessary measures to protect ourselves from the ene-
mies who are in cur midst, and who now pass aa our
friends.

I have an abundance of the best of arms and am-
munition and aczoutrcments, and hence no excuse ex-
ists why every one capable of bearing arms should not
belocg temporarily to some company. Who ia not for
us, at such a time, is certainly against us, and their ac-
tions will decide accordingly. I have no fear butl through
tke favor of God we will preserve oar city and the Gov-
¢roment Works from the bhands of the spoilers.

From the Petersburg Express, 16th instant.
FROM THE FRONT_THE ENEMY IN FORICE,

The enemy are determined to annoy our people with
all the meavs and applianc s at their command, if they
cannot effect our subjugation. At this time they are
threatening & half dozen or more localities in Virginia,
requiring on the part of the Confederates the exercise of
all the yigilacce necessary to watch closely the move-
ments of a crafty and ineidious foe. Our own immedi-
ate vicinity was again menaced yesterday, and at
several points by such a show of force, that it was no
doubt the intention ot the enemy to bave eflccted an
entrance into the city, had he been permitted to do go.

At early dawn our citizens were sroused by the dis-
charge of artillery, the sound of each cannon being dis-
tinctly beard here, and coming from the direction of the
City Point road. At 9 o’clock, it was ascertained that
the enemy was advancing in force, and every man
able to shoulder a musket, did so, and bastened to the
fortifications.

We learned last evening, that the main point of
attack was on the City Point road, a distance of 6 or
7 miles from town. At an early bour the enemy ad-
vanced with at least seven regiments of infantry and
one of cavalry, upon some breastworks thrown up has.
tily during Tuesday night at Baylor’s Farm, by Ool.
Ferrebee, of the 4th N. C. cavalry. They were held
in check by Col. Ferrebee’s men and Grabam's (Pe-
tersburg) battery for four hours, who fought bravely,
but were finally compelled to fall back before overwhel-
ming numbers. Ferrebez’s men inflicted sericus loss
upon the enemy, and GraLam’s battery ehelled the
masses ¢f his men with admirable effect. Our men re-
tired in good order, and sustained but few casualties
during the fight. It is stated that Grabam lost one
gun, in conscquence of the borses being disabled, bat
we know not that this is correct.

 The enemy demonstrated at other points along our
lines, but his were attacks feeble and easily repulsed.

It is stated that our sharpsaoters did admirable exe-
cation, picking the enemy ofi wherever he showed him-
gelf, and in some instances at a distance which appeared
almost increditable. It is estimated this eflective srm
of our service, placad not less than sixty Yankees Aors
du combat along our lices yesterday.

A few prigoners were taken. Among the number
was 8 fellow who rode into our lines at full speed, mi-
nus kis cap. He was mounted upon a blooded steed,
nc doubt stolen from some Virginia gentieman, in one
of the recent raide, and could not rein his animal np.
In fact, the fellow was a poor rider, an@ let go the bri-
ble, and bung on to the pommel of the saddle with as
much tenacity as a deowning man would a driftiog log.
Some of the prisoners etated that they belonged to
Burnside's corps, and asserted also that Barnside, the
barber, was at Uity Point with his whole corps. We

LATER—DESPERATE FIGHATING—THE ENEMY CHARGE

AND TAKE A PORTION OF OUR BREAESTWORKS.
The above sccount was written at 5 p. m., yesterday
afternocn, when comparative quiet had prevaliled along

impression that the fightirg bad ceased for theday. In
thig, our troops was mistaken, for it was agcertained be-
fore dark that the enemy had massed a very heavy force
on our left—especially on the City Point and Prince
George Ccurthouse Roads. )

At supset the enemy charged our batteries command-
inz these roads, comivg up in live of battle six and
gcven columis deep. Toe bruot of the assaults was
sustained by the 26th and 46th regimeants, of Wise's
Brigace, and Sturdiveunt Battery of four guns.

‘I'hree furious aesaults were made, the enemy coming
up with a yell, aod making the most determined ¢fforts
to carry the works. Oar troops received them with a
terrific volley cach time, sending the columns back,
broken and discomfited. The fcurth assault was made
by euch overwhelming numbers that our forces found
it impossible to resist the pressure, aud were compzlled
to give way. The enemy now poured over the works
in gtreams, cap'ured three of our pieces, and turning
the guns cn cer mep, cpened upon them ao enfilading
fire, which caused them (o leave precipitately. The
guns captuscd belonged to Sturdivant’s battery, and we
regret 10 hear that Capt S. himself was captured, aud
two of his Lientenants wonuded, both of whem fell into
the encmy’s hands. The gallant manuer in which this
battery was fouzht up to the last moment, is the theme
of praice on every tongue. All present, with whom we
bave convers.d, say that Capt. 8. and bis men stood up
manfully to their work, and the last discharge was made
by Cspt. Stardivant aimost solitary and alone.

The c¢ity was fill:d with ramors last right regarding
the killed and wounded, butas we could get nothing
autheatic regarding pames, we forbear to give them.—
It is gererally conceded that Capt. Siurdivant was
captured, and also Muj. Batte, of tbe Petersburg City
Battalion. We shall certainly recgive more definite in-
formation during to day.

The pcsition gaiced by the enemy is a most impor-
tant one. Oar Geancrals are fully aware of this, and
we shall nndoubtedly bave het work to-day.

Officers in the field yeeterday estimate the number of
the epemny actuully seen fronting different portions of
our line, at from ten to twelve tnousand. 1t is beiiev
ed tbat this is only the advaunce column, acd that Grant
bes cearly his entire army on this side of the river.—
Thirty odd transports uscended James River wilh
troops yestecday.

Twenty-three prisoners brought ia Iast night, belong-
ivg chicfly to the 148th N. Y. regiment, all copear in
the statemest that Baluy Swith’s entire Army Corps
(the 18:h) i3 cn this s'de of the river agam. Other
prisoners, taken yesterday morning, state that they be-
leng to Burpside's Corps.

A FIGHT ON THE BAXTE. R0AD—THE ENEMY REPULSED.

An officer engaged, furniched us at a late hour last
pight, with a briit account of an engagement which oc-
carred on (. Baxter Road yesterday, about three miles
frcm this eity. It seems: that the enemy appeared on
this road near the risideuce of Col. Avery about twelve
o’clock. Immediately in front of Battery No. 16, was
atationed the Macon (Geo.) Light Artillery, Capt. C.
W. Slater, supported by a portion of the 34th Virginia
Regiment. Wise's Brigade. The epemy showed Lim-
pgeif at once, driving in our pickets,-and planting a bat
tery in front of our works, with which he opened a fa-
rious capncpade. He was promptly and galiiutly re-
sponded to by the Maccn Artillery. This fire was
maintained for two hours, when the enemy charged our
works, but after urriving withig two hundred yards of
the fortifications, was repuised.yvith considerable loss.
The artillery scut round alter round of skell and cannis-
ter into their renks with great rapidity acd accaracy,
and the work becoming too warm for tbem, they broke
and fled in coufusion.

They were pursued by the 34th for some distacce,
who panied several galling volleys into their ravks. .

Amory the dead left on the ficld in froat of this bat-
tery was Col. Mix, of New York, who scemed to have
been inrtantly killcd by a eanister shot in the breast.

About sgundown the encmy entirely disappeared
from this porticn of cur lines, and relurned to the
left,

AN ALLEGORY.

In the year 1807, whilst the wisest heads in Great
Britain were “ at their wit’s end *’ in devisiog means
to secare the “ fact anchored iele ” againsi the politi.
cal tempest that bad already swept away several of the
old dynastiss of the continent, there was in that island
a factious party whese conduct terded to alicnate from
the governwent a large portior of the p:ople of the
United Kingdom. This faction harped upon various
gubjeets of domestic peiiey, with a view Lo arouse pop-
ular feeling, and especially upon the dangers that, as
they alleged, were impending the establisbed Chareh.
At that time, among the lealding spirits of Great
Britain, tkere was a clergyman of the established
Church named Sideey Smith, a Chris'ian of the most,
expanded benevolence, a ripe scholar, a keen.
but good naturd wit, and a fearless patriot
This man, devoted to his country, was vot blied to the
abuses that hed grown up urd® her ipstitulions, bat
bad done, and was still doing with his tongue and with
his pen, as much as any other individual for the refor-
mation of those abuscs; for what he undertood to do,
was done feasonably and discereetly, not out of time and
with a recklcss disregard for the feeliogs of other men,
or for all the interests of the country, but the one that
to a jaundiced vision might seem to be paramount, if
oot exclusive. _

In the year * aforesaid,” Sydney Smith, who was
one of the fourders of the E linburg Review, contribu-
ted to that periodical a criticism, in which is found, in
reference to the ill-timed inflammatory publications of
the day, the following racy passage :

A man has a wourd in his great toe, and a violent and
perilousfever at the same time ; acd he refuses to take the
medicines for the fever, because it will discongert histoe !
T he mounrnful and folly-siricken blockhead forgets that his
toe connot survive him ;—1that if be dies, there can be no
digital life apart from him; yet be lingers and fondles over
this lart part oi his body, scothing it madly with little plas-
ters, and amle {ermentations, while the neglected fever
rages in kLis entrails, and burns away Lis whela life. Ja the
comparativaly little questions of Establishment are all that
this country i3 capable of discussing or regardiog, fer
God’s sake let us remember, that the foreiga conqusat
which deetroys all, destroys this beloved f{oe also.

The moral of this passage is earnestly and respect-
lly recommended to the sattention of those kind
earted, patriotic doctors in our Conlederate Congress,
and elsewhere (‘‘wherever the court may be,”) who are
making plasters to save the big toe (the writ of habeas
corpus.) while the body to which the toe belongs is al-
most m extremis, and when otber doctors much more
numerous, if not much wiser, are couvinced that the
temporary suspension of the big toe would facilitate the
care of the fever.
